During the six-month peripd covered by. this report, "^he personnel and ■ 
organization fileS have Been used primarily by thef RBS staff to help thetn 
become better acquainted with the resources and programs that are available 
in the area of citizen education. As the files were being developed, how- 
ever, other uses' for this l,nf ormatioti became apparent. 

It was noted that in some areas of citizen education, such as global 
eckication or multicultural education, directories of persons and programs 
active in the field are available. In other areas, however, no such 




publications could be located. Fur theijmore, there is n^ directory/ avail— 
able that lists resources for all the aspects' of cit/lzen education which ^ 
are included in the RBS description, A number of practitioners convSulted 

about resources mentioned the f ragmentation^oT available information in ^ 

> 

the field and the need for a common reference source. 

f The personnel and organization files at RBS could be used to fill this 
infortnatlon gap. By pulling together and integrating the resource in- 
formation which lias been collected, a directory of resource persons and a 
directory of org4i^/ntnonA could be compiled, and indexed by each of the 
aspects of citizen education. Thesd directorievS could be published and 
updated bi^jmually and be made avall^aS^^ to teachers and educators at all 
levels in the tri-stratc area, as well as^"S:o other persons interested in
